Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a method to optimize accounting records, classified 
in class 705, subclass 34. 

II. Claims 19-34, drawn to an accounting apparatus for optimizing accounting 
records, classified in class 709, subclass 217. 

III. Claims 35-42, drawn to a computer program in a computer readable 
medium for optimizing accounting records, classified in class 700, 
subclass 1 1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I. and II. are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus of Invention II. could be used for marketing 
activities, inventory purposes or e-mail communications, which consist of materially 
different processes. 

Inventions I. and III. are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
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claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case Invention I. could be carried out, at least in part, by hand. For 
example the step of detecting that communication has been established may be 
performed by an operator noticing that an e-mail has been received and reading it then 
the accumulation of data could be additionally carried out by hand by an operator by 
entering the data from the e-mail into a data packet serving node. 

Inventions II. and III. are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II. has separate 
utility such as the system can be used to carry out marketing activities, inventory 
activities and communication activities. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, because the 
search required for each Invention is not required for the other Inventions, and because 
the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
